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Looking Back on 1943 at CAAF 



New Year’s Day, 1943 things were look- 

ing a lot better for the Allies on the World’s 
battlefronts, and lawns were beginning to 
appear at Chico Army Air Field. 

Things have come a long way since that 
time as we go into another war year. 

On all fronts we have the initiative, and 
General Eisenhower promises the end of the 
European War in 1944. 

Chico Field has had in the past year three 
commanding officers - - - Colonels John K. 
Nissley, George F. Hartman and Gerald 
Hoyle. The scope of the post has grown un- 
til we have graduates flying on every front, 
and earning almost every decoration a 
grateful nation can bestow. 

As the year opened, there were plans to 
move a detachment of cadets to Fallon, Nev., 
for winter flying, but nothing came of it 
when weather cleared up here. 

On January 16, the 19th Sub Depot com- 
pletely rebuilt a basic trainer right here on 
the field for the first time in a West Coast 
Training Center sub depot, and Edward L. 
Reid became lieutenant colonel, and John Z. 
Endress major. 

Later in the month the Tenth had its big 
stag smoker in the south mess hall, while on 
the nation’s war effort the Flying Training 
Command observed its first anniversary. 

Chico Field, then Chico Army Fyling 
School, saw its first WAAC, and carpenters 
began construction of the N. C. O. Club in 
February. 

Colonel George F. Hartman arrived from 
Williams Field to assume command in 
March, about the time the weekly Flyer al- 
most went extinct on us because of an order 
banning advertising in it. Things were 
straightened out, however. 

In the last week of March five enlisted 
men donned the uniform of warrent officer, 
including Frank Alioto, Rex B, Owens, Cor- 
bin W. Seay, Ewald J. Nelson and Russell B. 
Messner. 

As April was ushered in, G.I.s began to 
think of fishing and other things. Angling 
trips for week ends were announced by 
Special Services, and S/Sgt. Clyde Santos of 
the cadet mess married Miss Carol Bowman. 

▲Iso, on the occasion of Chico Field’s 
first anniversary, an open house was held in 



which many visitors thronged the post. May 
I saw the opening of the NCO club, and a 
week later the baseball season began with 
Colonel Hartman tossing out the first ball. 

The post victory garden yielded some ra- 
dishes, and Captain Philip B. Putnam traded 
his silver bars for gold oak leaves. Signs of 
summer came with the opening of the pool 
the last week in may, the same time as S/ 
Sgt. Jack O’Brien, Flyer editor since Moffett 
Field days, was transferred to Santa Ana. 

Another addition to the post was the War 
Room, first set up in the cadet headquarters 
building. It later was to move to Fourth and 
C Avenue with a permanent set up. 

In the latter part of May Robbie’s post 
softball champs, went to Stockton were 
thumped by the QM depot there, and Larry 
Yonesh became a second lieutenant at Miami 
Beach OCS. On July 4, 100 17-year-old youths 
from this are visited the post to see what 
cadet training was like, and Chico Field men 
were doing their part to save crops in their 
spare time. 

Colonel Hoyle arrived from Marfa, Texas 
C.O. in July, and Colonel Toomey as exees- 
tive officer In early September. 

The new gymnasium was completed in 
September, and figures released by the Fi- 
nance Office showed that CAAF was backing 
the Third War Loan. Among those making 
big purchases were Barber Pat Barnes, Cap- 
tain Witcomb, Major Beckhman, Cpl Mark 
Cohen of the 963rd, and many others. 

Late September saw the beginning of Con- 
tact Chico, the field’s radio program, pro- 
duced by Pfc Sanford Sindell, Major Horo- 
witz was tranferred, and word was received 
that Sgt. Joe Stanger of the paratroopers, 
formerly of CAAF, had seen action in Sicily. 

October saw a number of important de- 
velopments. G. I.s were allowed to take 
flight training in grade, and the 19th Sub 
Depot, under command of Major Hugh 
Marth, was commended by Major General 
Walter H. Frank, chief of Air Service Com- 
mand, and the first WAC officer, Lt. Vesta 
M. Arnold, was assigned to the post as as- 
sistant personnel adjutant. 

The last day of October saw an Air Medal

Your efforts toward greater 
teamwork in the future will hasten 
the enemy’s defeat and “uncondi- 
tional surrender.” 

Those of you who are presently

Army Emergency Relief 
Aids EM, Cadets, Officers 

Going to be transferred? Do you have a 
leave or furlough? Or are you financially 
embarrassed because of unexpected circum- 
stances? If you are, then you want to drop 
around and see Major Ben H. Winkelman, 
Army Emergency Relief Officer, at the Spe- 
cial Services Office. 

He stated that there is an increase in 
activity in this important relief, which helps , 
enlisted men, cadets and officers alike. < 
Loans are made especially in case of neces- 
sity for emergency furloughs because of ill- 
ness in the family, delay in allotment or 
other unexpected occurrences. 

In a few cases here, Major Winkelman 
said, officers have taken advantage of the 
AER. 

Most of the activity is in the loan de- 
partment, and the rate of repayment has 
been satisfactory, showing that benefits have 
been such that soldiers are making prompt 
restitution. 

Major Winkelman stated that out of ap- 
proximately 175 loans, only a very few cases 
have been refused aid at Chico Field. This, 
he said, indicates that the average soldier 
doesn’t ask for help unless he needs it. 

"If a soldier needs help, we will see that 
he gets it,” Major Winkelman stated.

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Former CAAF Top Kick 
Decorated in Italy 

Mrs. G .M. Eastham Jr., 129 W. 11th. Ave., 
wife of Lt. Eastham, CAAF Personnel Adju- 
tant, has received an interesting letter from 
her brother, Lt. Rex T. McCord, an infantry 
officer somewhere in the thick of the fight 
in Italy. 

Lt. McCord wrote that everywhere the 
Americans are being welcomed by the na- 
tives and that the American flag is obviously 
a real emblem of freedom in that country. 

He told of staying with one Italian family 
who did everything they could to make him 
comfortable, even to cleaning his shoes while 
he slept. Se said the small garden belonging 
to the family had been transformed into a 
cemetery — a Vhole company of German sol- 
diers having been killed there. “This,” the 
lieutenant wrote, "makes an interesting 
story I will tell you when this is all over.” 

The lieutenant ,who formerly was first 
sergeant of the old Ninth Hq Squadron here, 
was recently decorated, Mrs. Eastham said, 
and is sending his medals home to her. He 
has been fighting for some seven or eight 
months almost steadily and suggested that 
battling the Germans should soon make 
thejn such expert killers that they will be 
able to finish up the Japs in short order as 
Boon as the nazis realize they are whipped.

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Trainees Took Hint As 
Harmon Showed the Way 

SANTA ANA, Calif.— When it happened to 
Lt. Tom Harmon the second time, the Army 
Air Forces trainees couldn’t miss the point 

Once in South America, again in China, 
physical conditioning — the rugged “all out” 
kind that student pilots, bombardiers, navi- 
gators, gunners and technicians are getting 
throughout the AAF Training Commad’s 
nationwide network of flying and technical 
schools — had pulled the former Michigan 
v all-American through again. Many a trainee 
saw the lesson and took it to heart. 

Forced to bail out of la bomber over Guiana 
last April, Lt Harmon fought his way 
through jungles and swamps for a week, 
came out alive to light again as la Lightning 
pilot in North Africa, then China. He said 
his physical condition had saved him. 

Downed in a recent air attack on a Yang- 
tze river port, on 30 Oct., he has turned up 
again. 

His faith in peak physical condition had 
paid dividends again. The men who were 
his AAF physical training instructors say 
that as an aviation cadet and flier Lieutenant 
Farmon plunged with all his energy into 
the physical program. A headline gridiron 
career had given him strength and stamina, 
and it had also taught him the value of 
staying in top form. 

Back in the summer of 1942, Lt. Harmon 
was a cadet in basic training at Gardner 
Field, Calif. 

“His class in phyioal training,” reports 
Lt Donald D. George, who directs physical 
training there, “included vigorous calis- 
thenics, distance running, track and field 
events, swimmig, softball, basketbaU and 
touch football,” and provided ebch trainee 
with the reserve of energy and stamina 
“above the immediate needs of routine flying 
training” which later would prove vital in 
combat action. 

While he was at Oxnard, Calif., for his 
primary training, Cadet Harmon wrote a 
magazine article on the values of the Train- 
ing Command’s conditioning program. “He 
lived up to the words he wrote by keeping 
himself in peak physical condition at all 
times,” said Lt. Richard E. LaFranchi, who 
was his physical training instructor at the 
post. “Had he not done this, the chances 
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are that he would not have been with us 
today.” 

Ask T/SgL Paul Lathrop what happened 
at Williams Field, Arlz., where the flier 
took his advanced training. (Lt Troutmbn 
of CAAF <was his P. T. supervisor at that 
time also.) 

“He knew from experience that in order 
to get anything out of a physical training 
program he must put something into it,” 
says the sergeant, who was in charge of 
Cadet Harmon’s class. The instructor re- 
members numerous occasions when the for- 
mer footballer “asked to remain in the 
athletic area after his squadron had been 
dismissed, in order to do some cross-country 
running or distance swimming.” 

Physical training, as the AAF Training 
Command administers it, is designed to do 
more than just develop muscles. It prepares 
ground and air combat crewmen for the 
tough conditions of combat zones and makee 
them ready to drop a wrench and grab a 
gun if necessary.

'Under Cover' at Library 

“Under Cover” is a directory of American 
fascist groups, their front organizations and 
transmission belts. It is also a “Who’s Who” 
of demagogues, crackpots, patrioteering 
racketeers, and Axis agents. 

For over four years, Mr. Carlson has in- 
vestigated the Nazi underworld in this 
country. His explorations led him from 
waterfront saloons to Park Avenue salons, 
from Yorkville basements to the offices of 
United States Senators.

To gain entree tc 
the inner councils, the author joined shirt 
organizations, hawked Coughlin’s gutter 
sheet, and published his own fascist “organ.” 
He met most of the ‘would-be Quislings of 
America and their financial angels : neurotic 
dowagers, innocent dupes, and the not-so- 
innocent votaries of Hitler. 
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Even after Pearl Harbor, these proselytes 
of the “New Order” continued their nefarious 
activities. Last year {jie F-B.I. cracked down 
on them. Some were rounded up, others fled, 
but many of them are still at large, crusad- 
ing for the fuehrer. There are no sacred 
cows in Mr. Carlson’s courageous report. 
It names names which will astonish the un- 
initiated. Single-handedly, he has done more 
to expose un-American activities than the 
entire Dies Committee.

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IS YOUR LIFE WORTH A 
LITTLE PHYSICAL 
EFFORT? 

Men of the Air Forces are apt to 
dismiss strenuous physical training 
activities as a waste of time because, 
as one local 0.1. put it, “the Infantry 
is going to do the marching in this 
war.” 

Well, the men of the Air Forces 
may not do as much marching as 
other branches, but many of the men. 
particularly those stationed hero, 
seem to have missed the point of the 
whole thing. 

The average soldier, when merely 



going through the motions of phys- 
ical training and not putting 100 per 
cent effort into it, is merely reducing 
his chances of survival. 

A broad statement, but easy to 
prove. 

We can start out by reminding 
most of our readers that they won’t 
be in the United States forever. Many 
of us will go overseas, and many will 
get into actual combat. 

And when you get there, there will 
be plenty of times when that added 
bit of conditioning — which one gets 
only by wholehearted effort — will 
get you out of a bad hole. 

Take the case of a pair of brothers 
from Chico who are back in this coun- 
try after escaping from the Nazis in 
occupied territory. 

The brothers, 1st Lt. August Win- 
ter, a Nth Air Force Bombardier, and 
T/Sgt Leroy Winter, gunner in the 
group which raided l‘loesti,both were 
athletes, and were in top condition as 
a result of AAF physical training 
schedules. 

In their escapes, both endured pri- 
vations and virtually lived off the 
land. Early exhaustion, brought on 
by poor physical condition, could 
have meant death or capture. 

Think this over when you’re taking 
your calisthenics next time. Don’t 
loaf on the job.

Fellows, those bone creaking and muscle 
searing calisthenics you've been getting for 
the past couple of months are getting results. 

And the results are that CAAF soldiers 
are much more physically fit than they were 
three months ago. In fact, according to fit- 
ness tests taken up to Wednesday of this 
week, m(fre than twice as fit.

Military Patients See 
First Run Morie Shows 

American Red Cross 16mm ward movies 
and 35mm movies for hospital recreation 
buildings have played to and been enjoyed 
by a soldier patient audience of more than a 
million and a half at 89 military and naval 
installations in the Pacific area, of which 
the Chico Army Air Field station hospital is 
one, Mrs. Aileen C. Glenn assistant field 
director at this station stated this week. 

Weekly showings in seven Western states 
average 7,600 and the Pacific area American 
Red Cross, operating on a non-competitive 
and non-profit basic, has become the third 
largest motion picture operator in the world. 
The Chico Army Air Field station hospital 
plays the latest Hollywood films before an 
average audience of 30 patients, the assist- 
ant field director disclosed. 

This important part of the Red Cross re- 
creation program for army and navy hospi- 
tals received its start in October, 1941, at 
Barnes General Hospital, Vancouver, Wash- 
ington, where 440 patients were entertained 
with 35mm films. Since then Mrs. Glenn 
pointed out, the program has steadily ex- 
panded and 16mm ward films were inaugu- 
rated in the spring of 1942 for those service- 
men in hospitals who were unable to attend 
the recreation building pictures, where the 
35mm films were usually shown. 

"Red Cross hospital movies have proved 
beneficial to the soldier patients, many of 
whom are recovering from wounds received 
in action,” said Mrs. Glenn. 

"Red Cross hospital workers in station and 
general hospitals served report that army 
and navy doctors are enthusiastic about the 
Red Cross Hospital Motion Picture Service.” 
No able bodied service men see these movies. 

March of Dimes . . . 

A contribution to the March of Dimes, 
national fund for the fight against infantile 
paralysis, will be made on the basis of ten 
cents for each man on the field, and will 
be paid from the Welfare Fund, it was an- 
nounced by Major Ben H. Winkelman, spe- 
cial services officer. 

There also will be several voluntary sub- 
scription receptacles in which additional 
contributions can be made. These will be 
placed in the N.C.O. Club, Officers Club and 
Officers Mess.

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G. I. Jungle at* Post Library 
— Yanks Were Toughest 

“The jungle was tough and the Japs were 
toupher, but the Yanks were toughest of all”. 
E.J. Kahn, Jr., author of Profiles and other 
pieces in The New Yorker, comes to this 
conclusion after his experiences as an infan- 
tryman in the New Guinea campaign. To 
read his book, which is written in a light 
style but is the product of adroit and pertin- 
ent reporting. is to see these Yanks at close 
range. 

Some of the chapters were composed on 
the stage of a barnlike theatre in a South 
Australian army camp ; some, in country 
once occupied mainly by wallabies, koala 
bears, and scorpions; some ,in muddy jun- 
gles. The New Guinea jungle had its bizarre 
points, but its outlandishness was tempered 
for the soldiers of the author’s outfit by the 
fact that it was something the government 
had issued to them. In many small and in- 
timate ways, it soon assumed some of the 
characteristics of any plot of ground on 
which the army pitches its tents. It was, in 
other words, a G.I. jungle. 

This book does not discuss the strategy 
and tactics of the war. It does tell how it 
feels to cross from Australia to the New 
Guinea battle zone by plane transport, or to 
make a precarious journey up a tropical 
stream by native outrigger canoe; and what 
it’s like to live and fight in an area half 
primitive, half modern,* where heat lightning 
and ack-ack alternately brighten the night 
sky and where streams are shared by croco- 
diles idly splashing and engineers testing 
for bacteria. 

His book is a human, and often humorous, 
account of what it feels like to be a soldier 
in action.

The blood of Bataan and Corregidor 
will be smeared across the pages of 
history forever as the worst defeat and 
most gallant stand of any of America's 
wars. 

The men who died on fever-ridden, 
Jap-infested Bataan and the men who 
fought on Corregldor Island until flesh 
and blood could no longer obey their 
will to battle, are America's fighting 
saints- -the men who sanctified the 
ground they held by proving that democ- 
racy produced, not a race of weaklings, 
but men who can take the best any enemy 
has to offer and never give up even after 
all hope of rescue is gone — until liter- 
ally overwhelmed. 

They won the admiration and respect of 
the world, those tough Tanks in the fox- 
holes of Bataan, and later on the shell- 
pounded Isle; of Corregidor.

Chico Army Air Field, which has 
passed into the jurisdiction of the 
Fourth Air Force has completed two 
years of successful basic pilot training' 

During that period several toon- 
s' nds of pilots have taken their places 
with AAF combat crews throughout 
the globe. And they have won prac- 
tically every decoration possible for 
the Air Forces to grant. 

But the biggest t ansition cf all has 
been in the phys'cal appearance of 
• he field itself. 

When the advance echehlon from 
the parent field. Moffett, arrived here 
in the first week of April, theyi found 
unpaved streets, few buildings com- 
pleted. only outdoor field 'kitchens, to 
say nothing of one vast sea of mud. 

‘It clung to clothing, shoes and to 
the tires of motor .vehicles. It was no- 
thing to see many cars sunk up to the 
axles. But under the direction of Col. 
John K. Nisseley, first commanding 
officer, soldier crews went to work re- 
medying the situation. 

St eets were paved, walks covered 
with gravel, areas were cleaned up, 
and. buildings gradually added. And 
later, when the post had become a 
smooth-functioning organization and 
the training program well under way, 
the work of beautification was begun. 

MANY LAWN8 

Now each bulding is surrounded 
with well kept lawns and shrubbery. 

Highlight of the post’s history, next 
to the great number of competant pi- 
lots trained here, was the outstanding 
safety record compiled in the 17 
months prior to December 1942. 

At the air corps basic flying school. 
Moffett Field, and at Chico Field, 
there was not a single fatality charged 



to flying training. This great record 
brought a citation from Colonel S.R. 
Harris, of the AAF Office of Flying 
Safety. 

A little later in the same year, Chico 
Field added another milestone to its 
war effort contributions when it be- 
came the first installation in the com- 
mand to have 100 per cent of its mili- 
tary personnel participating in war 
bond purchases through the payroll 
deductions plan. 

RAINY DAY 

Although advance' personnel arrived 
in Chico on a rainy day early in April, 
the fh*t training flight was not made 
from this runway until April 29, 1942, 
and on May 23 the last elements left at 
Moffett arrived here. Moffett Field has 
since been taken over by the Navy as 
a lighter than air base. 

Among the improvements added at 
CAAF since the activation of the field 
were the construction of a fine NCO 
Club, fitting out of a well equipped 
gymnasium, and inauguaration of an 
extensive athletic program. 

During the two year period, tjhe 
post has had three commanding offi- 
cers. 

Colcnel Nlssley, who also was C.O. 
at Moffe t, was commannd'ng officer 
until March 13, when he was succeed- 
ed by Col. George F. Hartman, who 
had been at Williams Field as director 
ot training. 

Col. Hartman in turn was succeeded 
by the present commanding off cer, 
Colonel Gerald Hoyle, who had been 
at Marfa, Tex., Army Air Field. CoL 
Hoyle now has been ' transferred to 
Force takes over the operation of 
Chico Field.

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PLM Sgt. Develops labor-Saving Device 



It’s been said repeatedly that American 
ingenuity is accomplishing wonders in over- 
coming the ten year start in war production 
enjoyed by the Nazis at the outbreak of 
hostilities. 

You’ve heard it so often that the statement 
is quite taken for granted. 

We think of great research laboratories 
in which improvements in our fighting 
equipment is developed. But little things all 
add up, too. 

And many of these Important Items are 
being worked on ev^ry day in onr air fields, 
ordnance shops, repair depots, by ordinary 
GJLs who found unsatisfactory the old meth 
od of doing a particular job, and who set 
abont to effect a Caster and more efficient 
way. 

One of these men is Staff Sergeant Card- 
well E. Fox of the Planning Department, 
Base Aircraft Maintenance at Chico Army 
Air Field. 

He had noted that in accomplishing a 
tech order, directing that lower bolt holes 
in the BT-13 landing gear boss be cut 
through to prevent cracking, removal ot 
the gear was necessary. 

With this In mind, S/Sgt fox began coll- 
ecting standard Air Corps hardware and 
salvage metal, and worked out a motor 
driven, high speed, short stroke hacksaw 
to accomplish the task. He picked up a short 
section' one inch iron pipe, a one inch tee 
fitting, some brass bushings, a few pins, a 
wire spring and b piece of hacksaw blade. 

In about forty hours, and at a cost to the 
government of one dollar and a few cents, 
he had developed a device which has proved 
tremendously efficient and effective. 

It has saved four to five man-hours per 
ship in conducting the operation, and makes 
it possible to accomplish the tech, order 
without removing the landing gear. S/Sg< 
Fox said that he built the instrument with 
only hand tools, and that with a machine 
shop facilities more accurate and more dur- 
able moving parts could be constructed. 

“As far as I know, Chico Field is the only 
installation using this means of slotting the 
bolt holes”, he said. 

But the sergeant’s mechanical and invent- 
ive accomplishments have not stopped with 
the hacksaw device. 

' 



A reliable low pressure safety valve was 
required for 55 gallon oil drums which were 
being used for a cleaning fluid in the air- 
craft cleaning department, and a shortage 
of materials forced these off the market. 

So again S/Sgt Fox turned his inventive 
mind to the problem. 

With standard hardware and a vtalve 
assembly obtained from salvage, a low press- 
ure ‘‘pop-off’ valve wtas developed. It is 
adjustible between five and ten poiunds pres- 
sure. Protection is given by a covering of 
fine copper cloth and a conical hood of sheet 
metal. 

Ai lof these parts were obtained either 
from salvage or from standard materials on 
hand. 

S/Sgt Fox, who is in the 78th, is a resident 
of San Francisco, and has been in the army 
for 33 months. In civilian life he was a store 
manager, and has made a hobby of develop- 
ing mechanical devices. 



PLM PLANNING DEPARTMENT 

The planning department of Production 
Line Maintenace, which broke into the news 
this week for the first time, was activated 
by Chief Warrant Officer R.W. Harvey, and 
the office was set up by S/Sgt C.E. Fox 
last September. 

Purpose of the department was to take 
dare of the many “loose ends” Incident to 
maintenance hangar operations. At present 
he is assisted by Sgt E.F. Henkel and Pvt 
R.A. Teibel. 

The department operates two shifts every 
day of the year doing work affecting main- 
tenance of aircraft and improvement of 
equipment in the two hangars of P.L.M. 

Among the developments originating in 
this office other than the short stroke hack- 
saw attachment is a fluid and air cleaning 
system having original features which speed 
up the first step of PLM. This also 'was a 
development of S/Sgt Fox.

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Furloughs Longer 
Than 15 Days 
Now Authorized 

Additional furlough time in excess of the 
regular 16 days will be granted to compen- 
sate for travel, headquarters announced this 
week. 

Furlough applications will be submitted 
as usual, and the additional time allowable 
will be entered on furlough certificates at 
Headquarters. 

The additional time was authorized by 
Section III, War Department Circular No. 10, 
which reads as follows: 

ENLISTED MEN — Under the provision 
of paragraph 2, AR 615-275, an enlisted man 
may be granted a furlough or not to exceed 
15 days at any one time. This restriction 
works a hardship on individuals who are 
stationed at long distances from their homes. 
Commanding Officers within the continent- 
al United States who are authorized to grant 
furloughs will give consideration to this 
factor, and when practicable, may for this 
purpose grant furloughs in excess of 15 days 
by the amount of rail travel time involved.

A representative of the Deputy Collector 
of Internal Revenue (income tax to you 
dogfaoe) will be there on the following dates 
to assist military personnel with their He- 
turns. 

Monday and Tuesday, 14 and 15 Fed., Mon- 
day and Tuesday, 21 and 22 Fed., and Mon- 
day, 28 Feb., from 0900 until 1630 each day. 

Here's what you should bring: Your copy 
of the 1942 return, if any; copy of Septem- 
ber, 1943 declaration of estimated tax, 11 
any; exact amount of 1943 income, (include 
only base pay, flying pay, longevity and 
civilian income) and a complete itemized 
statement of proposed deductions.

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MANY FUTURE FLYERS PROCESSED BY RECRUITING 



It's called the recruiting section, but since 
enlistments long since have been clased, 
some people have wondered what the men 
there do all day long. 

Well, it's plenty. 

The section, composed of Lt. Vesta Arnold, 
recruiting officer, T/Sgt. Leo D .Hibler, Sgt. 
Roy Garden (now on DS) and Pfc. Leonard 
Harader, handles applications and process- 
ing for air crew training from civilians in 
this area, soldiers from CAAP and from other 
nearby stations. 

They also handle applications for officer 
candidate schools, and enlistments in the 
Air Wacs, among other items. 

And In the procurement of aviation cadets 
alone, the section has compiled an out- 
standing* record. 

In the six months ending 31 December, 
1943, 344 applications have been proces- 
sed, and here are the results in actual en- 
listments: 

Thirty-six 17-year-olds In Air Corps En- 
listed Reserve, who will enter air crew train- 
Is* after their 18th birthday; 29 civilians 
who have voluntarily signed up through 
lhair draft boards for air crew training;

Each From Italy and Africa 



Two majors were talking things over 
up ia the engine change hangar one 
day this week. 

They were talking about the war; 
one in the manner of a man who had 
seen a war in other years, and who 
was curious about this one. The other, 
and younger major talked intimately 
of P-40s, fragmentation bombs, inva- 
sion beaches, sea sweeps and .50 cal- 
ibre machine guns . 

The younger major was Edward 
Daly, veteran of 95 missions with a 
P-40 group in North Africa, Sicily and 
Italy. The elder major was his father, 
Major John J. Daly, civilian personnel 
officer of CAAF. 

Young Major Daly, who wears the 
Distinguished Plying Cross, Air Medal 
with nine Oak Leaf Clusters, and three 
bronze stars representing major en- 
gagements on his European theater 
campaign ribbon, is visiting his father 
on leave here before leaving for Santa 
Monica, Calif., and reassignment. 

The flyer's fighter group was in on 
the first invasion of North Africa, the * 
fighting which resulted in the German 
surrender on Cape Bon, the invasion 
of Sicily and the bloody battle of Sa- 
lerno. 



ALL $3.75 ALLOTMENTS 
ARE DISCONTINUED 

All class B war bond allotments of $3.75 
will be discontinued as soon as payment for 
a $25 bond has been accrued, headquarters 
announced. 

From that time on, the minimum reser- 
vation which can be made for War Bonds is 
$6.25 monthly. No notice of the cancellation 
of the reservation will be made by the War 
Department, as it is automatic. 

All GJ.s are urged to see their orderly 
rooms for larger reservations. Your early 
action may save the life of an American 
soldier or sailor. 
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His squadron (Major Daly was com- 
manding) did just about everything in 
the fighter pilots books, including 
patrols, sea sweeps, support of ground 
troops, low level bombing and strafing 
missions. Although he is credited with 
destroying no enemy planes in th« air, 
many enemy aircraft were hit on the 
ground with his fragmentation bombs. 

"I shot at some German planea in 
the air ,but couldn't tell whether or 
not they fell," he related. 

Sand and dust storms often made 
maintenance work difficult, as he was 
based on the edge of the desert while 
in North Africa. His outfit was the first 
to be based with the Seventh Army 
after the invasion of Sicily. 

Describing the destruction wrought 
by invasion, he said: 

a We were so used to seeing entire 
towns leveled, that when one was only 
half wrecked we considered it In good 
shape." 

He told of the wreckage along the 
waterfront in Palermo, Sicily, which 
showed the effectiveness of American 
bombing before the invasion.

—From AAF Blue Network Broadcast 
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AAF Has Trained 100,799 Pilots Since 1939 



Fort Worth, Texas — The scope, complexity 
and volume of individual training required 
to produce the manpower for the world's 
greatest air force now numbering in excess 
of 2,300,000 officers and enlisted men were 
revealed here today when the AAF Training 
Command made public for the first time 
statisics on nearly five years of AAF train- 
ing. 

It was an unusual announcement the 

first of its kind authorized by the War De- 
partment since Pearl Harbor. It involved the 
publication of facts and figures which had 
heretofore been treated as "confidential." 

The figures show that 100,799 pilots, 20,086 
bombardiers, 18,805 navigators, 107,218 aer- 
ial flexible gunners* and 555,891 ground and 
air combat crew technicians have been grad- 
uated from the Training Command's nation- 
wide network of flying and technical schools 
from January 1, 1939, to November 30, 1943. 

The totals reflected clearly the colossal, 
compex mission of the Training Command 
which is charged with the responsibility 
of training ,as Individuals, all AAF personell, 
including pilots, bombardiers, navigators, 
gunners and 65 different categories of tech- 
nicians. 

With the exception of 3,491 glider pilots, 
2,348 laison pilots, and 444 women pilots, 
most of the 100,799 pilots are qualified 
either as fighter or bomber combat fliers. 

The figures of 555,891 technicians repre- 
sents only the number graduated from basic 
courses. It, therefore, does not show the 
tottol number of technicians produced nor 
does it give a true picture of the extensive 
technical training given. II includes 240,300 
airplane mechanics 100,339 radio operator 
mechanics, 70,166 armorers, 46,052 clerks, 
and 98,974 specialists lumped under the 
heading of "miscellaneous." This latter group 
covers about 25 different categories, includ- 
ing among others, sheet metal workers 
pbrachute riggers and repairmen, welders, 
instrument men, link trainer operators, 
cryptographers, photographers and photo 
technicians, tire rebuilders, and special pur- 
pose motor vehicle maintenance men. 

In addition to the well over a half million 
basic, technical course graduates, 64,230 were 
graduated from officers' courses, 114,082 
from factory courses, and 52,198 from ad- 
vanced courses. Although the majority of 



the individuals included in these three totals 
came from the 555,891 graduates of basic 
courses, a good many came from duty as- 
signments with the various Air Forces and 
other commands, or from the basic train- 
ing centers, where the AAF classification 
system indicated that they were well enough 
qualified to by-pass the basic technical 
courses. 

Because most gunners on heavy and 
medium bombers "double In lead" as tech- 
nicians, a high percentage of the 107,218 
graduates of the flexible grunnery courses 
had also completed successfully the has it 
technical courses in mechanics, radio or 
armament.

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Meat Expert Tc 
Lecture Before 
Mess Personnel 

Oeneral Mess personnel of Chico Army 
Air Field will receive some valuable tips on 
cutting and preparation of meat Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday at the lower mess hall 
when Mr. D.P. Tyler, meat specialist of the 
National Live Stock and Meat Board, pre- 
sents four demonstrations. 

These demonstrations are being brought 
to selected Army Air Fields throughout the 
country through the Air Quartermaster and 
the Food Service Section of the Quarter- 
master General. 

Of special interest in conection with Mr. 
Tyler's program will be his meat cutting 
demonstrations featuring methods of cutting 
beef, veal, pork and lamb, which have been 
developed specifically for Army use. Another 
interesting phase will center around the 
subject of meat cookery. The Board's repre- 
sentative will point out the importance of 
adapting the cooking method to the cut. He 
will also emphasize the value of low temp- 
eratures in conserving meat, and the fact 
that low temperatures also provide a juicier 
and more appetizing meat dish than when 
high temperatures are used. 

Other subjects to be covered by Mr. Tyler 
during the three-day session include the 
nutritive value of meat, the relation of menu 
planning to the efficient use of meat, the 
conservation of fats, carving and serving 
meat, refrigeration, sanitation, the storage 
and isuse of meat, and the care of meat 
toSls, meat blocks and cutting tables. 

The program is being arranged especially 
for mess officers, mess sergeants and cooks, 
but will also be of interest to other officers 
and enlisted personelL

First checks for mustering out pay to 
discharged army officers and men of World 
War II, who entered the army in California, 
were in the mails this week. 

Colonel R .H. Bradshaw, army finance 
officer for California, set down the follwo- 
ing points for discharged soldiers to follow. 
He also said that applications from soldiers 
from other states will be forwarded to 
their proper places. 

1. Applicatons preferably should be made 
by mall, but may be made in person. 

2. All applications should be accompanied 
by the Applicant's original discharge certifi- 
cate, his certificate of service, or a certifi- 
cate from the Adjustant General In lieu of 
a discharge certificate. 

3. Applications should bear exactly the 
same signature as discharge papers. 

4. No payments will be made In lump 
sums; all will be in instalments.

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Tour Red Cross 
Home Service Has 
Post War Plan 

Washinton, D.C. — Service men returning 
from combat duty in the war zones, are 
thanking their lucky stars that the American 
Red Cross Home Service has a post war plan. 

The plan, already in operation for service 
men discharged for disabilities, is expected 
to continue well into the post-war period. 
It assures temporary financial aid to men 
and their families if that aid is needed 
during the period pending settlment of 
claims for government benefits, and offers 
assistance with applications for benefits. 

In March 1943, Red Cross filed over 6,000 
claims for veteran's pensions. Six months 
later the number had jumped to 25,000 a 
month. Requests for Red- Cross assistance 
in filing claims for government benefits 
continue to increase in proportion to thfe 
number of men discharged from military 
service. 

. At present the bulk of cases handled by 
Red Cross are filed for service men by Red 
Cross field directors attached to Army and 
Navy . hospitals in this country where over 
3,000 Red Cross workers are on the job to 
take care of the details involved. 

Chapters Take Over 

When men are discharged from the hos- 
pitals, and returned to their homes, Red 
Cross chapters take over the responsibility of 
aiding veterans aiid their famileis. 

Any service man or his dependents, faced 
with hardships involving financial problems 
resulting from his service in the armed 
forces, or needing consultation service in 
connection with compensation, pensions, 
government insurance and other benefits, 
may now turn to Red Cross Home Service for 
assistance. 

Information regarding the latest legis- 
lation affectiag the service man and his 
family also is available through Red Cross 
chapters Home Service workers who are kept 
advised. 

Because the Red Cross does not ordinarily 
supplement benefits provided by the govern- 
ment, financial assistance from chapters will

But he can remember when it was a ter- 
rific stronghold, and when a flight over 
Lae and Salamaua, New Guinea, brought 
up swarms of Jap Zeros. 

He is 1st Lt. Walfried B. Johnson, a student 
officer at CAAF and former navigator on a 
B-24 during 42 combat missions in the South- 
west Pacific. Like Aviation Cadet Marshall 
E. Simcox of 44-F, he holds the Distinguished 
Flying Cross and Air Medal with Oak Leaf 
Cluster, and both are on their way back to 
the combat zones again as pilots. 

Cadet Simcox is a real veteran of the Air 
Forces, and of combat action in the Pacific. 

His fighting' experience started at HickUm 
Field on Dee. 7, 1941, and continued at the 
Battle of Midway, the entire Solomons cam- 
paign, and for a brief period In New Guinea. 
The ti&det, an aerial engineer and top turret 
manner, has' been on 68 combat missions with 
a R-17 Including several missions softening 
up Guadalcanal and Tulajri prior to the 
Marine invasion. 

Lt. Johnson first hit combat during the 
Buna campaign in New Guinea when as a 
member of the Fifth Air Force, his squadron 
worked over Lae, Salamaua, Finschafen and 
took a few trips to Rabaul. Most of this came 
before the fall of Buna to the 32nd Division. 

*Our toughest scrap," he recalled, "was 
over Lfcte when we fell out of a formation 
dnrfriff a mission on January 8, and ten 
Zeros took after what they thought was a 
lame duck. Well, our crew were credited 
with four of them for certain, tend another 
probable. We were pretty well shot up fn the 
fight, though." 

Much of his outfit's work was to bomb the 
convoys which were trying to sneak in to 
reinforce Lae and Salamaua. Although he 
did not participate in the battle, his squadron 
wa* the one which spotted the big Jap convoy

Production, Says 
Captain Storer 

As food conservation becomes a more 
vital problem each week, AAF mess officers 
continue to impress on mess personnel the 
importance of careful and frugal prepara- 
tion. 

Captain Gerald Storer, base mess officer, 
lends to his messages a literary touch worth 
repeating. 

Even though production of tanks, guns, 
ships and airplanes has been speeded tre- 
mendously since the outbreak of war, Capt. 
Storer tells his men, "it still takes two-and- 
a-half to three years to grow a steer of 
edible size and eight months time is neces- 
sary to produce crops of potatoes,wheat, 
sugar beets and corn. In short, all types of 
production can be speeded up except food 
production, the most essential of all war 
merchandise." 

"Food," says Capt. Storer, "is an all-power- 
ful weapon which can be held as a bludgeon 
over Tojo's bald head and can cause Hitler 
acute gastritis. All mess sergeants and cooks 
can aid and abet the striking power of this 
bludgeon by constantly being on the alert for 
the individual who takes more food on his 
plate than he can consume."

in the Bismark Sea. and kept it shadowed 

until it was completely destroyed by Allied 
air power. 

Lt. Johnson left the war theatre in June, 
1943. 

Cadet Slincox already had been In the 

Hawaiian Islands a year or more when war 
struck at Pearl Harbor and Hickam Field. 

But he got in some licks of his own in June, 
1942 when the Forts went out from Hicham 
when the Japs tried to invade Midway. 

"Our formation was under Lt. Col. Swee- 
ney, and it was credited with scoring hits on 
some cruisers and a flat top. The fighter 
opposition wasn't to strong at the time, as 
most of the Jap Zero* were in at Midway 
itself. 

"We next saw action in bombing the Solo- 
mons before the invasion, and from that 
time until March 2. 1943 we were plenty busy 
around there. I guess the highlight of my 
experience there was when we were out on 
patrol alone in the "Yankee Doodle Junior." 

"We spotted a Jap cruiser in the channel 
between Guadalcanal and Tulagi, and scored 
two direct hits on her. One was amidships 
and one on the stern. Its destruction was 
confirmed by observers on Guadalcanal. 

"During the campaign our crew was 
credited with shooting down six enemy 
planes/' 

He related that although during the first 
weeks of the campaign the combat crews 
had to service their own planes, things 
were flatrly well cleared np when he left A 
bout of malaria kept him hi Hawaila 20 days 
before coming back to the States. 

Lt Johnson said that he preferred future 
action in more maneuverable aircraft, while 
Cadet Simcox said he would stick with the 
heavies. 

Also taking flight training here are 1st Lt, 
William S. Hill Jr., of Boise, Idaho, an Infan- 
try officer who saw action in the Southwest 
Pacific and Cadets Robert S. Lorett of Mill 
Valley, Calif., who was In the Aleutians, 
and Raymond C, Branyon, of Pittsburgh, Pa,, 
who had three years and 11 months in the 
Caribbean Dafenae Area with the AAP.

The name was Frank W. Palmer, his 
father, who had been issued M*e equipment 
during World Wai*d fr 
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Sgt. Yank's Medal 

They gave Sergeant Joe Yank a 
medal-- and he deserved it. He saved a 
Fortress by putting out a fire and 
shooting down three German fighters. 
But that medal — like valor itself — can 
never belong exclusively to Sergeant 
Yank. Another Fortress in his for- 
mation went down — and ten boys died. 
They rest in a common grave near 
Marienburg, but in the sodden clay a 
medal glints. 

And at the Schillerplatz prison camp, 
one of our fighter pilots is handed 
his daily dole of black bread and soup. 
Is it the clatter of a filthy spoon or 
the tinkle of clean bronze he hears? 
Sergeant Yank's medal belongs to this 
pilot — and to that mechanic who is 
sweating out a hopeless vigil beneath 
the drizzly English sky. The word is 
passed: "All planes are home that 
are coming home!'' — and as the tired 
boy drops a hand from wincing eyes 
his sleeve brushes against Sergeant 
Yank's medal. 

Back home at a training field, a 
civilian instructor envies a combat 
pilot his wings, then turns to risk 
his neck with a new cadet. He feels no 
tiny weight upon his blouse, but he 
wea*s an unseen wreathed cross. And 
what of Sergeant Yank's girl in the 
WACs; his mother keeping watch be- 
side a clock; his dad on the night shift 
at a war pl&nt? That medal must multi- 
ply three times more. 

And who will be the next to stand in 
spirit beneath the flag while the khaki 
ranks march past and the phantom 
drums roll out their applause? Any 
American may stand there — white or 
black; rich or poor; soldier or civilian 
— stand as a hero taking the salute. 
But first he must earn the right to say: 
"I scorned the selfish ones, the apa- 
thetic and the faithless time-servers. 
I turned my face to the enemy and I 
did fight with all I had." for such a 
one the silver sword will flourish ; and 
for him. as for all the nameless valiant, 
the medal of Sergeant Yank shall glow 
in the sunlight of victory.

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Air Crew Training 

A revised program effective March 
14 iihrcughout the AAF Training 
Command's natwide network of 
flying schools added nine weeks t<j 
the individual training period fcr U. 
g. fighter pilots and five weeks to 
the schedule for bomber pilots ac- 
cording to word received at Chico 
Army Air Field from the Training 
Command headquarters in Fort 
Worth. 

u E~ch of the periods required to complete 
the cu ricula for preflight training and for 
primary, basic and advanced pilot training 
has been extended from nin/e to ten weeks. 
In addition, a new five week 1 t nsition 
Course, officialy designated "fighter trans- 
ition, single ermine and fixed gutahery," 
her. been established fo fighter pilots. The 
nine weeks of tiansition training hereto- 
fore given bomber pilots in the 2 o ? 4 engine 
specialized schools has been stretched to ten 
weeks. Training Command officers explain- 
ed that with the exception of ;the new 
transition course for fighter pilots the re- 
vised schedule is a reversion! to the "ten 
ycek per phase" system employed before 
jpqarl Harbb.\ The reduction of the phases 
from ten to nine weeks was made shortly 
jrfte.' the U.S. entered the war and main- 
tained up to date in order to meet the 
critical and heavy demand for pilots for the 
Air Forces in all theatres. 
- Now, the requirements of the comb« Air 
Forces <ve being f'lled adequately, the 
Training Command s v d, and it is possible 
to sfow down the tempo of pilot training to 
provide more time for students to absorb 
the complex instruction *v.d to reduce the 
mental and physical pressure under which 
they study and practice. No I'^gthning of 
the five weeks of basic miMtary training 
and the approximate 2V/ 2 weeks of aircrew 
college training is contemplated at this 
time. 

Assuming no changes in the interim, com- 
bat units will benefit, from the cumulative 
effect of the new time schedule gradually 
over a period between now and late 1945 as 
each succesive shipment of pilots reports 
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Period Lengthened 

with more training than the preceding ship- 
ment 

FIGHTER TRANSITION 

Most significant feature of the new pro- 
gram is the fighler transition course. The 
Training Command has given its bomber 
pi}ots transition training on . two or four 
engine combat tvpe aircraft before send- 
ing tti^m t6 the "training" Air Forces — 
the First, Second, Third and Fourth Air 
Forces, operating in the continental U.S. 
fo mold Training Command graduates into 
combat crews in three months of opera- 
pletion of the advance phase of their train- 
ing. Transition training for them was in- 
cluded in the O.TU.'s cu ricula. 

Under the new setup the fighter pilot, 
single engine school with wings and a com- 
mission, gets ten ys leave, then returns to 
his "Alma Mater" for the five weeks trans- 
ition course. 

The new course gives him 20 hours of 
fied gunnery trainirjg |in the advanced 
single engine airplane, learning to "shooty 
his airplane as well as fly it, ten hours of 
actual logged flying time on the P-40 air- 
plane, 9ln$ advanced ground instruction in 
weather, navigation, maintenance functions 
and operation of combat type aircraft and 
other related subjects Previously the fixed 
gunnery training and the flying time on the 
P-40 were given in the advanced single en- 
gine course. 

Training Command officers cite the ad- 
vantages of the new phase »3 being: 

(1) Students are gr^luated as more 
proficient pilots because they are able to 
concentrate on perfecting their pilotage 
without the distraction of fixed gunnery 
and como^. transition, (2) As more finished 
piiots the graduates enter the new trans- 
ition course free to /concentrate on( gun- 
nery *nd the P 40 airpHne, (3) They leave 
transition and move into the "team trans- 
ition" of the training Air Forces much 
better, all around pilots, ready fc the more 
intricate and d'ff^ult ope-ational training. 
B-25 SCHOOLS OUT 

Other new developments in the training 
program announced here included the fol- 
lowing. Two engine specialized schools for 
tiansition training in B25 Billy Mitchell 
Bombers are being discontnued as a result 
of the successful use of a stripped down 
version of the B-25 designated the AT-<24 
in the advanced twin engine schools at La-

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G. I/s BARRED FROM 
AIR CREW TRAINING 
FOR TIME BEING 

No additional AAF enlisted men will be 
accepted! for air crew training fis pilots, 
bombardiers, or navigators, according to an 
announcement from AAF Headquarters in 
Washington, D. C, received here this week. 

The only exception to the closing of 
cadet training to AAF enlisted men is in 
the case of gunners who have returned from 
combat duty. 

The decision to bait the signing up of G. 
I's as cadets resulted f om the fact that 
there is a large backlog of air crew appli- 
cants for pilot, bombardier and navigator 
training. 

However, those Who wish to qualify for 
gunnery training still may do so. 

The announcement f om Washington de- 
clared that this is not a permanent stoppage 
and that it does not affect applications for 
aviation cadet ground duty training. 

The restriction on air crew training will 
be lifted uihen the p t jsent ^ack^>g has 
been eliminated, the announcement said.

Junto Army Air Field, Colo.; Brooks Field 
near San Antonio, Tex.; and Tu ner FieM, 
Alban, Ga. In these schools, cadets have 
proved that they can re?ch a degree of p o- 
ficienqyt in the handling of the big bombers 
that qualifies them for assignment direct to 
the operational training units without the 
usual transition training. The same modified 
version of the P-25 is being used now by 
the Training Command to prepare an un- 
specified number of pilots .for assignments 
as night fighters. 

A limited number of student fighter pilots 
in advanced training are being groomed for 
duty as photo reconnaissance pilots. They 
are given time on the P-322 airplane, a 
modification of an early model of the f?med 
P-38 Lightning twin tailed, twin engine 
fighter. Because photo reconnaissance pilots 
penetrate deep into enemy skies, far from 
their home bases, alone and unarmed, spe- 
cial emphasis is placed on navigation and 
high attitude flying in this course.

Chico Army Air Field, which has 
passea into the jurisdiction of the 
Fourth Air Force has completed two 
years of successful basic pilot trahrnC 

During that period several thou- 
sands of pilots have token their places 
with AAF combat crews throughout 
the globe. And they! have won prac- 
tically every decoration possible for 
the Air Forces to grant. 

But the biggest t ansition cf all has 
been in the phys cal appearance of 
the field itself. 

When the advance echehlon from 
the parent field, Moffett, arrived here 
in the first week of Ap il, they) found 
unpaved streets, few buildings com- 
pleted, only outdoor field kitchens, to 
say nothing of one vast sea of mud. 

♦:t clung to clothing, shoes and to 
the tires of motor vehicles. It was no- 
thing to see many cars sunk up to the 
pxles. But under the direction of Col. 
John K. Nisreley, first c^mmandin? 
officer, soldier crews went work re- 
medying the situation. 

Streets were paved, walks covered 
with gravel. are?s were cleaned up, 
and buildings gradually added. And 
later, when the post had become a 
smooth-functioning organization and 
the training program well under way, 
the work of beatification was begun. 
MANY LAWNS 

Now each bulding is su rounded 
with well kept lawns and shrubbery. 

Highlight of the post's history, next 
to the great number of competant pi- 
lots ti-ained here, was the outstanding 
safetv record compiled in the 17 
months prior to December 1942. 

At the ah 4 corps basic flying school, 
Moffett Field, and at Chico Field, 
there was not a single fatality charged 



to flying training. This great record 
brought a citation from Colonel S.R. 
Harris, of the AAF Office of Flying 
Safety. 

A little later in the same year, Chico 
Field added another milestone to its 
wa.' effort contributions when it be- 
came the first installation in the com- 
mand to have 100 per cent of its mili- 
tary personnel participating in war 
bond pu chases through the payroll 
deductions plan. 

RAINY DAY 

Although advance personnel arrived 
in Chico on a rainy day early in April, 
the fi**t training flight was not made 
from this runway until April 29, 1942, 
and on May 23 the last elements left at 
Moffett arrived here. Moffett Field has 
since been taken over by the Navy as 
a lighter than air base. 

Among the improvements added at 
CAAF since the activation of the field 
were the construction of a fine NCO 
Club, fitting out of a well equipped 
gyimnasium, and inauguaration of an 
extensive athletic p.x>gram. 

During the two year period, tjhe 
post has had three commanding offi- 
cers. 

Colonel Nisslcy, who also was CO. 
at Moffe t, was commannd ng officer 
until Ma^ch 13, when he was succeed* 
ed by Col. George F. Hartman, who 
had been at Williams Field as di ector 
of training. 

Col. Hartman in turn was succeeded 
by the present commanding ofTcer, 
Colonel Gerald Hoyle, who had been 
at Marfa, Tex., Army Air Field. Col. 
Hoyle now has been transferred 
Force takes over the operation of 
Chico Field.

few is David Ormsbee's "Sound of an 
American " ' 

F; is ^he story of an. expatriate American 
music critic who is caught in France at the 
outb x??k of hostil'ties. Enmeshed in the red 
tape of French officialdom, he is drafted be- 
fore our ow ( n State Department can come 
to hin rescue Dii in g the halcyon days be- 
fore he is marched off to the war, he met a 
3101^ <? pianist. The centre! theme of the 
sto y is his pursuit of this girl, their love 
for each other using and falling with the 
fortunes of w^r. Variations on the central 
theme vre concerned mainly with the emo- 
tionnl conflict bt-tween the American and 
French background*, and the eventual tri- 
umph of one over the other. 

Although Ormcbee is a bom s f ory-te 1 ]er, 
hH greatest talents lie in. description, char- 
acterization, and his utterly frank style. 
The beauty of the Riviera 2nd the sordid- 
ness of battle are handled with equal fecil- 
ifiv, and the authoi h?s a way of describing 
both Paris and the provinces with such a 
clarity thsit c^ne c?n smell the produce in 
the Parisian markets and hea- the wind 
blowing through the poplars of Provence. 

This story of love in the midst of conflict, 
though an old one in the history of litera- 
ture, is handled so as to moke "The Sound 
of en Ame ican" timely, gripping, and fas-

His citation reads:

(then Brigadier ^General), U. S. Army, 669fr 
32nd PI., "N. W., Washington, D. C. 

FOR. Exceptionally meritorious conduct 
in the performance of outstanding services 
as Commanding General of a Bomber Com- 
mand, from June 25, 1942 to November 10, 
1942. Under his direction and in complete 
cooperation with the United States Navy, 
the Bomber Command conducted long-dis- 
tance searches daily while still maintaining 
maximum readiness for immediate striking 
duty in case of necessity. 

During this time, numerous organizations 
and casual individuals received from the 
continental United States were processed, 
trained and then transferred to more active 
combat zones. The efficient handling of 
these units and individuals in preparation 
for combat with the enemy was made pos- 
sible to a very great degree by the tenacity, 
careful planning, sound militaiy judgment 
and unselfish devotion to duty exhibited by 
this officer. 

He participated in many combat missions

New Pending 

Men in the armmd services are keening 
theii- eyes fixed on the $3,500,000,000 G. - 1. 
Bill of Rights measure which has been 
passed unanimously by the Senate and is 
being considered by the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 

The measure provides -"broad benefits for 
millions: of veterans of World War Two'* 
and is expected to be Jn the President's 
desk soon. It was believed the plan would 
get a warm welcome in the House. 

The Senate passed the measure recently 
49 to 0. 

The bill provides virtually eve t suggest- 
ed aid to veterans of this war except ad- 
justed compensation (bonus) payments. So 
anxious were some of the senators to be 
recorded in its favor that the congressmen 
insisted upon a roll call. 

Xn addition to a flat authorization of $50n - 
TX)O,b00 for new hospital facilities, the meas- 
ure carries benefits for men and women o? 
the Armed Forces estimated to cost an addi - 
tional $3,000,000,000. 

They include: 

Govenment-paid education of f om one 1' 
four years to any veteran (/depending on 
length of service), estimated to cost $1- 
000,000,000. 

Unemployment compensation psymepts cf 
$15 a week for 52 weeks out of a 24-month 
pertod, estimated to cost another billion 
dollars. 

Loans up to $1,000, free of interest f or *h$ 
firs* year, 3 per cent there iter, for the 
purchase of homes, farms and small farms 
or small businesses. 

A veterans' job placement service. 

Designation of the Veterans' Administra- 
tion to administer all of its provisions under 
a status as a war agency.

Ballots of soldier voters overseas will be 
airmailed free of charge back to officials of 
home states in the coming elections and 
postal officials have orders to expedite this 
mail. 
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Soldier Voting Procedure Outlined 



Members of the Army of the- United 
States, within the continental limits of Abe 
United States, are eligible to vote in ac- 
cordance with a new Federal voting law. 
The law provides for voting both by sup- 
plementary Federal ballo*, and also by State 
absentee ballots. 

Supplementary ballots may be used only 

in the general election in November and are 
not available for any other election, where- 
zs on the other hand State absentee ballots 
may be used (in accordance with State 
laws) in primary, special, and general elec- 
tions. Soldiers are not restricted to the 
right to vote in accordance with the law of 
the State of his voting residence. 

GET POST CARD 
Within the United States not later than 
15 September 1944, the army will deliver to 
each soldier and each attached civilian a 
post card for use (to the extent permitted 
by State law) in making application for a 
State absentee ballot for the general elec- 
tion in November, 1944. The army will also 
make available to soldiers information re- 
ceived from the Commission as to the dates 
of primary, special, and general elections. 

Oaths on these post cards and applications 
will be administered and attested by com- 
missioned officers and noncommissioned of- 
ficers not below the grade of sergeant. No 
one may influence any member of the arm- 
ed forces to vote or not to vote for any par- 
ticular v '^didate, but free discussion re- 
garding political issues or candidates for 
public office is not prohibited. 

Post card applications, State absentee bal- 
lots and envelopes, and Federal ballots and 
postage, including air mail postage, in the 
envelopes are to be transmitted free .of 
United States mails. 

Soldiers who desire to vote by State ab- 
sentee ballot at a primary, special, or gen- 
eral election and who are unable to vote 
there in person should proceed in either 
of the following ways. 

Apply to the commanding officer for a 
post card. Fill the card out and have the 
signature certified by a commissioned offi- 
cer, as provided by the card, instead of 
application by post cand, a soldier may ap- 
ply for such ballot by letter, in which he 
will include his full name, serial number, 
and a complete military mail address. Next, 
mail the post card (air mail postage free) 
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or letter to the Secretary of State at the 
State Capitol of the State of voting resi- 
dence. 

MAIL BALLOT 

When a soldier receives his state absen- 
tee ballot, he should immediately execute 
it in accordance with 'the instruction re- 
ceived with the ballot. After his voter's 
oath is taken and attested by an officer, 
the next step is to mail the executed ballot 
(?nd oath, if on a separate paper) in the 
envelope received, air mail postage free, to 
the addressee shown on the envelope or 
namod in the instructions 

Some exceptions to the above ruling exist 
as prescribed by the law requirements of 
certain States. A soldier who is uncertain 
as to his eligibility to vote by State ab- 
sentee baljot should immediately inqui e 
bj letter to the Secretary of State of his 
steps he must take to register, pay poll or 
State voting residence as to what, if any, 
take any other measures concerning soldiers 
vote and he will receive complete particu- 
lars. 

There you have the soldiers' vote picture, 
men. Let's cany it out, and sustain the 
democratic way of life!

Q. Is the Air WAC a sepa r ate organiza- 
tion?

All Wacs are members 
cf the Women's A my Corps — the WAC.

Wacs. The~e is no military component of 
that name. Nor do recruits "join the AAF." 
They enlist in the WAC (the Corps) and 
are assigned to duty with the branch, in 
this case the AAF. 

Q. Can enlisted Wacs become office s? 

A. Every qualified member of the WAC 
has an opportunity to compete for selection 
as an officer candidate, any time after she 
has completed three months of active ser- 
vice. Taken into consideration are written 
rnd oral examinations, reco d as an en- 
listed woman, and qualities of leadership as 
judged by commanding officers. 

Q. What jewelry may Waos wear? 

A. Wedding, engagement and signet rings; 
wrist watch; identification bracelet.

Col. Tyer Receives 
Legion of Merit 

As several squadrons of new Fourth Air

The award came to Col. Tyer as a result 
0)! "exceptionally meritorious conduct" in 
tha performance of duty as the commander 
oi ! a fighter group at Guadalcanal from 15 
April to 25 July, 1943. 

"Though not required to do so," the cita- 
tion reads, "Lt, Col. Tyer flew as a pilot of 
a fighter plane and group commander on 
numerous bomber escorts, fighter sweeps 
and other combat missions. With keen ini- 
tiative and superb airmanship he developed

Like their commanding officer, many of 
Chico Army Air Field's flying inst; uctors 
an* returned combat veterans, having been 
f'ghlcr pilots in all of the war's theaters. 

Many oi them wec.r a riot of ribbons sig- 
nifying several decorations, and one, 1st 
L\ And ew J. Stephenson, has earned two 
British decorations with the RAF before 
entering the U. S. Eighth Air Force in Sep- 
tember, 1942. 

Kn addition he holds the Distinguished 
Flying Cross and Air Medal with three oak 
leaf clusters. 

Major Lawrence M- Kirsch of Altadena, 
Cal*f., deputy director of operations, was in 
H. waii from May, 1941 until August, 1942, 
and in New Guinea from September, 1942 
until December of last yeor. His decorations 
include the D.F.C. and Air Medal with three 
clusters. 

A veteran in night fighter tactics is Major 
Ralph F. Jones, who was in a fighter 
,^u»dron in the Hawaiian Islands at the 
time of the 7 Dec. attack and then went to 
the Solomons in March i f 1943 with night 
fighters. He remained there until February 
of this year, having been there during the 
same time as his commanding officer at 
Chico, CoL A. W. Tyer. Major Jones holds 
the Air Medal with three oak leaf clusters, 
;.nd two sta s on his Asiatic-Pacific ribbon. 

And then there's 1st. Lt. Robin Hansen, 
whose father is a colonel in the U. S. Apny, 
and who hails from San Francisco. He 
served in England and Africa, winning the 
D.F.C. and Air Medal with nine clusters. 

Another instructor here is 1st Lt, Leon- 
ard P. Clark, who also saw flying service in 
Africa as well as in Sicily for a total of 
15 months. His decorations include the Air 
Medal and oak leaf cluster. 

China and India was the theater of oper- 
ations in which Captain Hazen D. Helvey 
of Powell, Neb., won the Silver 8tar, D.F.C. 
an Air Medal^ He was \** combat for 22 
months before returning to the IL 8. as 
an instructor. 

By way of extremes in climate, 1st Lt 
Truman S. Barnes of Huntington Park, 
Cain 1 ., spent one year in Alaska and then 
one in the South Pacific. He won the Air 
Medal with ten oak leaf clusters signify- 
ing over 100 combat missions. 

Also with the Air Medal and ten clusters 
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is 1st Lt Thomas H. Walker of Minnea- 
polis, who tested his wings in the Jap in- 
fested South Pacific skies. 

1st Lt Vernon W. Frcttiph #f ftficboygan, 
Wis., also flew in the Worth Africa and 
British |*ltt theater*, and alto win the 
D.F.C. and Air Medal with eliisttf. 

Twenty-two month of flying in the haz- 
ardous China and InS!a theaters won for 
1st Lt George T. Grammas, of Stillwater, 
Okla., the D.F.C. and Air Medal. He is as- 
signed here as a flight commander. 

Another Californian among the combat 
veterans is Captain Cyril E. Nichols of 
Orango, who spent 22 months in the Solo- 
mons and other South Pacific points. He 
earned the Distinguished Flying Cross with 
cluster, and the Aitf Medal with three 
clusters. 

Eight months of battling with the Luft- 
waffe and Italian Air Force in the Medi- 
terranean theater brought the Air Medal 
and ten clusters to 1st Lt. John L. Dean of 
Valparaiso, Cnd.

Director of Operations 
Flew in Canal Zone 
For Four Years

Although he flew for four years in Iho 
Panamft Canal Zone, Lt. Col. William C. 
Adams, now director of operations for Chico 
Army Air Field, would like to enter a more 
active theater of operations. 

Tall and blond, Lt. Col. Adams is a 
Kentuckian by birth, went to college in the 
deep South, and worked before 'entering 
the army in industrial Detroit. 

Like many of the comparative "old tim- 
ers" in the flying end of this War, he was 
graduated from college with an engineering 
degree, and attended flying school at Ran- 
dolph and Kelly Fields. Although not a 
West Pointer, Col. Adams is a regular army 
office;*, having been commissioned in the 
Air Corps in July, 1940. He won his reserve 
commissiin the previous Novtmber. 

Upon winning his commission as second 
lieutenant, Col. Adams was assigned to the 
Canal Zone, and at first spent four months 
in bombardment. But he quickly transferred 
to fighters, and has been with them ever 
since. 

He was in the Canal Zone at the same 
time as Brig. Gen. Russell E. Randall, now 
deputy commander of the Fourth Air 
Force 1 , was commanding general of the 
fighter command in that vital Central Amer- 
ican sector. 

Becoming a lieutenant colonel in August 
of last year, Col. Adams returned to the 
United States in February, 1944. 

His present type of work, which corre- 
sponds roughly to that of the post of di- 
rector of training under the old setup here, 
is nothing new for the young man who 
has made a rapid rise in his chosen career 
of flying. He has been at it for three years. 

Although flying is one of those lines 
which take most of a man's time and fancy, 
hunting and fishing still are high on his 
list of favorite hobbies. 

A resident of Somerset, Ky., Col. Adams 
attended Murray State Teachers College for 
one year and then was graduated from Ge- 
orgia Tech in 1936. For the next three years 
he was an engineer for the Evans Products 
company in Detroit.

Physical Fitness 

A physically fit' command is the aim of 
the Fourth Air Force/ and an all- ound pro- 
gram designed to^ accomplish this mission 
will get under way here soon. 

First of all the Army Air Forces physical 
fitness tests will be given to every* officer 
and man stationed here arid at the sub 
bases in Redding, Oroviile and Marysville. 
For the benefit of those who haven't taken 
these tests as yet, they consist of situps 
from a prone position, pullups (chins) and 
a 300 ya d shuttle run. 

TEST MONDAY 

In the last test giver* here 7S per cent 
of the enlisted taking it scored satisfactory 
mark& The tests wijl be given beginning 
Monday, according to 1st L£ F. L. Bartlett, 
phhysiccal trainning office/. 

And as soon as the post swimming pool 
opens, which will be around thhe J5th of 
May, there will be a compulsory swimming 
program, to make certain that every man 
ih the command can swim, and swim, and 
swim well enough to take care of himself. 

First all will be required to take the 
basic military acquatic test, which consists 
6x thhefollowing: 

Keep afloat in deep water for five min- 
uter by either floating, treading water, or 
si combination of methods; swim 45 yards 
continuously, including one third off the 
distance by breast stroke, one third side 
stroke and the remainder elementary back 
stroke; and swimming 15 feet underwater. 

Those who cannot swim will be given 
a required beginners course. Tnose who 
fail to pass the basic acquatic test will be 
given a basic courses. An advaned mili- 
tary acquatics course will be given later, 
Li. Bartleit said. 

Continuing with the physial fitness themg, 
the Fourth Ai Force has recommended that 
in addition to the required three hours a 
week of supervised P. T. three more hours 
off voluntary exercises, such as , soxcball, 
Ixseball, bowling, golf, swimming or some 
o.hCr form of exercise be taken up.

If its travel you're seeking with quantities 
Oj! adventure freely thrown in, then follow 
the path of Chico Field's young and uiert 
director of Flying, Major Charles W. Saw- 
yer. 

During the time, from graduation in Aug- 
ust, 1940, from flying school to the present, 
this soft spoken but business like young man 
hes been constantly on the go. He has flown 
enough to satisfy even the most air minded 
person, and has walked enough to be an 
infantryman. 

But more of that incident later. 

Major Sawyer is authorized to wear 4 e- 
nough decorations, both from this country 
and from China, to fill all the available 
space on his blouse, and he can point with 
pride to eight Japanese planes destroyed. 

His awards from China came ps a result 
of his service with the famed Flying Tigers 
of the American Volunteer Group, which 
kept open the Chinese lifeline against tre- 
mendous odds until the fall of Burma. He 
fought in Burma until its fall, and then pro- 
ceeded to China. 

Flying aged P-40s, he was one of a group 
of four AVG pilots who sank a Nipponese 
destroyer using only their 50 calibre ma- 
chine guns. 

Another exciting incident involved three 
of the same four pilots some time later. Five 
minutes after his group had reached an air 
fieJd, 28 Zeros attacked with a steady stream 
oi lead, and only three planes were able to 
gel into the air. 

But these three pilots, of whom Major 
Sawyer was one, destroyed seven of the 
Zeros. 

But strange ^adventures still were to catch 
up with the American pilot, even after the 
AVG had disbanded in Ju:y, 1942, and he 
joined the 23rd fighter group of Major Gen- 
eral Chennault's Fourteenth Air Force in 
China. 

Once, in southern Tibet, Major Sawyer 
was captured by Lolo native .tribes, who are 
fierce, wild and uncivilized. 

For a while this incident looked like the 
end of a great flying career, until two of 
the tribes began arguing as to whom would 
have the privilege of disposing of him. " 

This argument lasted four days, and fin- 
ally, as the discussion reached a higR pitch 
of intensity, Major Sawyer took advantage 
of the temporary diversion and escaped.

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Sea-Air Hescue 

A sharp hissing sound broke over the 
gurgling and lapping of miniature waves, 
and an egg shaped yellow object blossomed 
suddenly on the surface of the south swim- 
ming pool. 

The anxious trainee who wasn't much of 
a swimmer broke into a broad grin, and 
soon he was comfortably floating in one of 
the Army Air Forces' latest one man life 
rafts, full of confidence in the compact 
device to save pilots forced down at sea. 

That was only part of the program, he 
found out. 

It's called the Air-Sea rescue program, 
and every trainee going through Chico Army 
Air Field now will get four hours of it 

Directed by 1st Lt. Charles F. Bane, per- 
sonnel equpment officer, and assisted by 
2nd Lt. Samuel L. Lang, the course includes 
everything from simulated parachute jumps 
into the sea, to a practical understanding 
of each device and its fuhction, 
FIGHTER AIRCRAFT 

All devices are peculiar to fighter air- 
craft, and include such life savers as the old 
reliable Mae West, the rubber life raft 
(that's where some of your unobtainable 
inner tubes are going, motorists), and con- 
tame, s of water, emergency rations, and 
other items. 

Painted a bright chrome yellow on top 
to attract friendly aircraft, they are blue on 
the bottom and when overturned with a flip 
of the wrist have the opposite effect on 
hostile planes. 

Dropping down to the pool one afternoon, 
we watched Lt. Bane demonstrate 'the en- 
tire process, beginning with a jump from 
the diving platform which simulated the 
last few feet of a parachute descent. 

A<: the point of contact with the water 
the chute is left and the Mae West is im- 
mediately inflated. He isn't long coming to 
the surface, and there a quick pull on the 
release valve fills the raft, which is at- 
tached to a "D w ring on the Mae West and 
therefore cannot float away. 

Then comes the approach, and it's got to 
be done just right, as the picture in the 
insert section will show. 

Once you get in the raft, and get settled 
back, bail out the water, drop anchor and 
a few other items such as covering the 
whole thing with your unzipped flying suit, 
along comes an enemy plane. 

You're not sure he has seen you yet, so 
the pilot flips the raft over on its Back, 
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which is p&inted blue to match the ocean, 
and remains a pretty hard to see target. 
Upon turning the raft over the pilot goes 
under the raft and remains in the air space 
between the surface of the water and the 
top of the raft. 

Other subjects included in the short course 
are illnesses apt to occur, how to overcome 
them, and the complete background of the 
mechanism of the various pieces of equip- 
ment. Methods of rescue in the various war 
theaters are discussed.

Lt. Bane studied at the Aviation School 
of Medicine at Randolph Field, giaduated 
from the Personnel Equipment Officers 
School, and while at the AAF Materiel Com- 
mand, Wright Field, Ohio, aided in develop- 
ing some of the life saving devices. 

Lt. Lang is just back from AAFTAC, Or- 
lando, Fla., where he underwent the entire 
personnel equipment officers course and 
its many ramifications out in, the ocean, 
sometimes 30 miles from shore. 

The average pilot doesn't go aloft with 
the idea of ditching his craft in the ocean, 
but if it happens, that old life raft, Mae 
West and the CAAF training will sure come 
in handy.

'Tor heroism while participating in aerial 
flight ..." 

That's the way the citation reads which 
awarded the Distinguished Flying Cross to 
1st Lt Phil R. McMills of San Mateo t Calif., 
a flight commander at Chico Army Air 
Field. 

Presentation of the decoration was made 
last Saturday by Col. A. W. Tyer, post 
commander, during a retreat on the parade 
grounds. 

Lt. McMills was a P-40 pilot in the Medi- 
terranean theater of operations at the time 
mentioned in the citation. He already has 
been awarded the Air Medal and nine oak 
oak leaf clusters, and has flown 80 combat 
missions. 

While leading his flight of four P-40s on 
fighter patrol over .the Salerno area on 14 
September 1940, according to the citation, 
Lt. McMills observed ten FW-190's begin- 
ning thei: bombing run over our ships near 
the beach. 

immediately turning his flight into the 
enemy aircraft, he forced them to shorten 
their run, so that all bombs fell short of 
the targets. 

' Diving on the hostile leader,' 1 the citation 
reads, <4 Lt. McMills shot him down with one 
short burst, and then teamed with his wing 
man in the probable destruction of a second." 

Lt. McMills then reformed his flight and 
dispersed the remaining German fighters be- 
fore they had an opportunity to strafe the 
beach. After damaging two others deep in 
enemy territory, he then broke off combat 
only when ordered by his controller to re- 
turn and resume control. 

The CAAF flight commander also is 
credited with destruction of one JU88 dur- 
ing the Sicilian campaign. 

His wife, Mrs. Margaret Jane McMills, 

resides in San Mateo.

GIs Get Voting Data 
On 19 Primaries 

Nineteen states in the nation will hold 
primaries in kte July and August. 

Theso states are Arizona, Arkansas, Dela- 
ware, Kansas, Kenucky, Massachusetts, Mis- 
sissippi (second prima *y), Missouri, Mon- 
tana, New Hampshire, New York, South 
Carolina (first primary), Tennessee, Texas, 
Utah, Vermont, Virginia, Wisconsin, and 
Wyoming. 

Five of these states make no provision for 
voting in the primaries. In the other 14 the 
WD post card (WD AGO Form 560) may be 
used either is an application for a ballot cr 
a request for the special application form 
furnished by the states. The new War Ballot 
Commission postcard forms (WD Circular 
128, Per. 1, Sec. XI) probably won t be ready 
for distribution in time for these primaries. 

If servicemen are unab.e to get any post- 
card form, they may apply by letter, using 
the text that will be on the new cards as it 
is given in Circular 128. These applications 
should bear the distinctive markings and the 
appropriate air mail markings as described 
in WD Circular 155, Section I. 

Service men are urged to remember to 
put their party affiliation on applications 
for stato absentee ballots. Names and serial 
number should be printed on the WD post- 
card or the letter sent in its place. 

Some states lequire voters to take additi- 
onal steps in order to qualify to vote in the 
primary. Anyone uncertain about his elig- 
ibility should write to the secretary of state 
of his home state giving the date of his birt:i, 
the number of years he has lived in the 
state, and his voting district (to the best of 
hi j knowledge).

Air Medal Award 

Recognition to Major Hugh J. Marth, di- 
rector of supply and maintenance at Chico 
Army Air Field, for his part in the historic 
mass flight of B-17s from Hamilton Field 
to Hickam Field in Hawaii in May, 1941, 
came this week. 

*Tn War Department General Order Num- 
ber36, dated May 1, 1944, awaid of the Air 
Medal to Major Marth, a msster sergeant at 
the time of the flight, was anjnounced. 

Major Marth was at that time chief engin- 
eer for the flight, and remained for some 
time in Hickam Field as an engineering in- 
structor before leturning to March Field. 

Tho citation reads: 

"By direction of the President, under the 
provisions of executive order No. 9153, 11 
May, 1942, an Air Medal was awarded by 
the War Department to the following named 
office. s, warrant officer, and enlisted men 
for meritorious achievement while partic- 
ipating in the first mass flight of B-17s from 
Hamilton Field, San Rafael, California, to 
Hickam field, Hawaii as members of a com- 
bat crew on 12 and 13 May, 1941. This flight 
ov the 19th Bombardment Group (H) was 
te pioneer flight from the mainland to Ha- 
waii upon which future operations of land- 
brsed aircraf: we e developed. The mission 
wa:; accomplished in the face of adverse 
wind'j which necessitated a flight of max- 
imum duration. The combined efforts of 
ecch crew resulted in the safe arrival of all 
airplanes involved in the flight. These serv- 
ices reflect highest credit on the military 
forces of the Unted States. 

"Major Hugh J. Marth, 0-471932 (then 
master sergeant) Air Corps, United States 
Army/'

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Major Kirsch in first Raid on Rahaul

It is somewht difficult to picture the shy 
End reserved deputy director of operations 
at Chico A <my Air Field as a d?ring P-38 
pilo; in the iirst massed Fifth Air Force raid 
on Jap held R. baul. Yet Major Laurence M. 
Kirsch is that very man. He h s been in the 
thick of things since the first day of the 
Pacific war. 

Sti-tioned at Wheeler Field, Hawaii, and 
holding the grade of first lieutenant when 
the Japs staged their sneak attack, Major 
Kirsch was one of the few pilots able to get 
a ship into the air. Unfortunately, the Nip- 
ponese were well on their way back to their 
carriers and he had to wait for another day 
to bag his first Zaro. 

T ansferred to Northern Australia in Aug- 
ust of 1942, Major Kirsch joined the famed 
49th Fighter Group en route to its new sta- 
tion Port Moresby, New Guinea. The 49th, 
which has been cited by President Roosevelt 
for its action over Darwin, Australia, was a 
"mixed" group , composed of P-38s nd P-40s. 
The Major flew both types of ships- and con- 
fided that he was one of the few AAF pilots 
who still had a soft spot in his heart for 
the old Curtis 4 War Hawk." 

Remaining with the 49th until his return 
to the states at the end of 1943, he acted in 
the successive capacities of flight leader, 
squadron and group operations officer, and 
group executive officer. In this latter post 
he also performed the duties of group adju- 
tant. This assignment, which required a cer- 
tain amount of paper work, was not relished 
by the air-minded major. 

Major Kirsch flew with the first fighter 
souad'on to cross the treacherous Owen 
Stanley mountain range in New Guinea, 
where extremely dangerous cloud conditions 
prevail. He also pioneered bombing and 
strafing attacks on the Jap . strong-holds of 
Madang, Le, Buna, and Rabaul. 

During these many exploits he was offici- 
ally credited with downing two Zeros. 

Among his innumerable experiences at the 
front, there was one in particular which the 
Major considered as truly thrilling. Return- 
ing from a bombing-strafing mission, the 
squadron with which he was flying ran into 
foul weather and was forced to land on a 
grassy patch of jungle clearing not far dis- 



tant from Buna. 

Desperate Jap infantrymen, surrounded 
at Buna for days by rugged Australian jun- 
gJo fighters, had broken through the Aussie 
line.tf, and sounds of shouting and firing were 
reaching the stranded airmen. 

F.om time to time, receiving alarms of 
imminent ground attack, they had to take 
off and circle the field, while the Japs were 
held ok: by the Australian veterans. At last 
the weather cleared and squadron was able 
tc head back to its home bse. 

The major had a few things to say about 
Japanese aerial tactics. They fly excellent 
day-time bomber formations,^ delivering 
their loads with good accuracy, though 
tending to b.^eak formation once their lead- 
er has been eliminated. Jap Zero pilots who 
tscort these bombers usually soar far above 
them, performing all sorts of aerial acro- 
batics, for no other purpose apparently, than 
to show off their skill and perhaps to worry 
the Americans with their strength of num- 
bers. The Jap pilot,the Major explained, is 
mechanical in his actions, and plain "horse 
sense' plus superior American equipment 
will bring him down. One spot to approach 
cautiously in attacking the Nip bomber is 
the tail, which conceals an automatic can- 
non. 

Major Kirsch offers a few valuable tips 
to trainee pilots who may, at some future 
dote be engaged in aerial combat with the 
Japanese. This is what lie says: 

4 1 While in actual combat, maintain a h ; gh 
rc>te of speed at all times. The Zero is a very 
iraneuverable ship and may well get 'inside* 
o you. 

"Be aggressive. It's the best defense. 

-Keep yo Ur eye s open, they'll never get 
you if you see them first. # 

"Make certain of your range before fir- 
ing at the enemy." 

In connection with this last ".tip," Major 
Kirsch tells the story of meeting two Zeros 
returning to their field after a run. As they 
hadn't spotted him, he circled about to their 
rear, and feeling certain of a kill, he opened 
up with 50 calibre tracers. Much to his dis- 
may he saw the tracers fall short and two 
Japs turning on him, having discovered his 
unwelcome presence. The element of sur- 
prise removed, Major Kirsch found himself 
at the receiving end of Tojo's slugs. Fortun-

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Major Hinton Veteran of China War

During the months of February through 
August of last year, Major Linton was s.r 
tioned in the northern India city of Lahcrfe 
assigned to Headquarters of the Tenth Air 
Force and working in liaison with the 
Chinese Air Force as their chief check pilot 
In this project, the major was in charge of 
six other check pilots and instructs rs. 

Flying with those brave and eager Chinese 
student-pilots on their final training runs 
he took them through their paces, and 
passed on their ability to meet the foe in 
aerial combat. 

These young students worked halrd at thel^ 
Job. They had many a score to settle for their 
families and homeland. 

Major Hintons task was one which was 
far from simple. As Major General Clayton 
Bissell, at the time commanding the Tenth 
Air Force, said in his letter of command- 
ation to Major Hinton: 

"Your assignment to duty totally unfamil- 
iar arid without precedent for officers in 
our army presented many problems which 
required diplomacy, tact, initiative and ener- 
gy. It is apparent that you accomplished 
your mission in the finest tradition of the 
Army Air Forces." 

Pridr to assignment In India, Major Hin- 
ton had been a member of a Single Engine 
Fighter Oronp, based at Knmming, Yun- 
nan Province, China As a flight leader In 
this P-40 group, which, fncldently, was com- 
manded by the Colonel Robert L. Scott of 
"God Was My Co-Pilot" fame, he flew num- 
erous missions over southern China, Burma,

hen war came to America, the major 
w— a member of one of the few AAF combat 
t tfir^s stationed overseas. The 36th Pursuit 
©■^nn had left Langley Field, Virginia dur- 
ing January of 1941, and was based in Puerto 
Rico when the Nips hit Hawaii* Flying P-86s, 
a Curtis radial engine job, Major Hinton 
participated in many patrol flights over the 
blue Carribean, in search of Nazi U-boats. 
On one occasion, his flight caught an enemy 
sub lying on the surface. Zooming down, 
they raked her hull with machine gun fire. 
Unfortunately, though, she managed to crash 
dive fn time to avoid further punishment.

The Air Medal with one silver and three 
bronze oak leaf clusters we te awarded to 
Capt. George T. Chandler at Chico Army Air 
Field this afternoon at a formal mUiUry re- 
view. Lt. Col. William C. Adams, director of 
operations, made the award in the absence 
of the commanding officer, Col. A. W. Tyer. 

The silver oak leaf cluster was awarded 
to the flyer in lieu of five additional air 
medals. The bronze cluster is awarded in 
lieu of one addtional medal. 

Three of the citations came as a result of 
combat sorties in fighter aircraft during 
tnich Captain Chandler shot down four 
enemy planes. He is credited with one other 
ah* victory, for a total of five. Other cita- 
tions were awarded for sustained combat 
operational missons of a hazardous nature in 
an area where enemy antiaircraft fire was 
effective, or where enemy airplanes or ex- 
posure to enemy fi 'e were habitually en- 
countered. The pilot flew a total of 90 com- 
bat missions in all. 

Capt. Chandler spent several months on 
Guadalcanal during 1943, and fought through

been awarded the Distinguished Flying Cross.

Ticking that as top-notch doughnut 
make.:, in civil life, they should be assigned 
as head p stry chefs in a GI bakery, they 
aie always dumfounded when they discover 
then solves on their way to P-39 aircraft 
mechanic's school. 

"What a waste of manpower," thsy moan. 
' Doesnt the army realize my unusual tal- 
ents?" 

The answer to that is simple. The army 
has: not been established to utilize the 
t Jenfs of doughnut makers. We all know 
why we have an army, though at times 
it's perhaps advisable to remind ourselves 
oi ? the real reason. Winning the war is the 
imy s l-A priority. 

And, as an integral part of the army, 
that; too is the ultimate aim of classifica- 
tion. 

If all the GI's who had been truck drivers, 
stono masons, painters and clerks were 
javen exactly the same sort of jobs in the 
service, there wouldn't be an army. There 
would merely be a uniformed mass of ci- 
vilians. 

It's perfectly obvious that someone must 
wear his finger? to the bone on aircraft 
maintenance and radar repair. Were we to 
wait for an appropriate quota of civilian- 
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trainee; perse nr. el to do this sort of work, 
it would probably never get done. 

Now leVs net back to the squadron bul- 
letin board and see what's th- deal cn those 
MOS and duty change?. Maybe you hadn't 
realized it before, but the classification and 
*>f*ignment of men is a continuously chang- 
ing process. 

Hero at Chico Army Air Field, tzr ex- 
ample, £ll job changes are processed ih-oi;g T i 
the Classification Office, and men are -shift- 
ed about and placed in job assignments 
where it is hoped their talents rnci training 
can bo utilized to the fur.est extent. 

But remember, this cant always bo ac- 
complished. At times, when major military 
readjustments take pkee, involving the re- 
shuffling of largo numbers of men, certa'n 
temporary surpluses rf manpower are bcu^d 
to result. Consequently, some men are oc- 
casionally required to perform w^ik lor 
which they have neither experience nor 
liking. 

Reshuffling may make it necessary to 
require skilled basic trainer mechanics to 
accept apprenticeship under fighter aircraft' 
maintenance men. Perhaps .this is a let- 
down, a loss of prestige, but such tempor- 
ary revisions in assignment are cften quite 
necessary. After all, we all had to make a 
much more difficult adjustment when we 
first: entered the service, and in, all prob- 
ability, before we've won this war, we shall 
have to make several more. 

This has hardly been intended as a ser- 
mon to the Ol holding an undesirable duty 
or MOS. To that man v/e can only advise 
a visit to the squadron commander or the 
chaplain. 

The purpose of this article has been to 
draw a broad picture of army classifica- 
tion, showing its primary purpose to be the 
placement of the right man in the right 
job at the right time. We all realize, of 
course, thct this is a most difficult target 
to shoot at, and in any organization as vast 
as our army, errors and discrepancies are 
bound to creep in. What must be kept in 
mind, however, is not the small percentage 
ol er <ors in classification,, but. rather, the 
successful job that has so far been accom- 
plished

Washington— The G. I. Bill of Rights— a 
measure designed to ease financial read- 
justments for veterans of World War II— 
has cleared the last congressional hurdle 
and was sent to President Roosevelt for 
signature. 

The House finished legislative action by 
unanimously approving a conference report 
ironing out differences between the Senate 
and House versions.

A BELL FOR ADANO by John Hersey 

This is a novel by the young war cor- 
respondent who wrote 'Cnto the Valley." 
It is a novel, but it is also the truth. It is 
about the Americans in Italy, and tells of 
an Italian- American major who tried to 
rebuild an occupied town along the lines 
of his own goocl instincts and democratic 
upbringing. 

He understood the wonderful, smple peo- 
ple of the town— the fishermen, the officials, 
the cartmen, the children who r&n in the 
streets shouting to American soldiers to 

throw them caramels — and he knew how 
much they wanted to carry on the customs 
of their homeland but also how much they 
wanted and needed a new freedoin. He 
found that an ancient bell which the town 
had loved had been taken away by the 
Fascists to make gun barrels, and he did 
something about it He and his new friends 
ran into some crippling difficulties — fled tape 
and prejudice which revealed themselves 
in astonishing quarters. 

Mr. Hersey spent three months of the 
summer of 1943 in the Mediterranean the- 
ater, covered the Sicilian campaign, and 
lived for some time in a village like the 
Adan,o of his story. His novel has the kind 
qf t.*uth that could come only from first- 
hand knkowledge coupled with profound 
understanding and feeling.

your current MOS. 

All this is but one phase of a Fourth Air 
Force campaign to acquaint military person- 
nel with their MOS and duty titles and 
numbers, togsthe ? with a general idea of 
what; is expected of them if they are to re- 
tain a particular job title. 

Another phase of this campaign is aimed 
et the distribution of the "Certificates of 
Eligibility to Wear AAF Distinctive Sleeve 
Patch" to certain technicians in the fields of 
Armament, Communications, Engineering, 
Photography, and Weather. 

Here at Chico Army Air Field these cer- 
tificates are signed by 1st Lt Charles A. 
Johnson, the Classification and Assignment 
Officer. They are then distributed to enlisted 
men authorized to wear them by the squad- 
ron commanders. The sleeve patches, which, 
incidentally, bear the distinctive insignia of 
the particular technical specialty, are obtain- 
able upon presentation of the certificate to 
the squadiron supply sergeants.

The atmoapbe e at post ordnance is grim 
and warlike, but not half so much as some 
of the places visited by Master Sergeant 
Chancy Hills, a veteran of two wars and 
31 months in the South Pacific. 

M/Sgt. Hills, who works in ordnance and 
who has been on the post only a few weeks, 
has experiences that would easily fill a 
book. 

When the Jap carrier based planes struck 
at Pearl Harbor on 7 December 1941, M/Sgt. 
Hills was on a troopship ten days out of 
Honolulu and bound for the British naval 
base of Singapore. 

When news of the attack was flashed 
to the sh p, the course was changed to 
Australia. Later it was found that the 
American convoy had passed within 30 
mile* of the Jap naval task force which 
hit Pearl Harbor and Hickam Field. 

Shortly after h?s arrival in Australia, 
which was one of the last Allied outposts 
in the Pacific at the time, the commancing 
office ' of his squadron called for volunteers 
on what he termed a suicide mission. 

"Fifteen gunners were needed on a 
freighter which wrs to carry suppies to 
General KcsArthur and his b>i on be- 
leaguered Bataan," M/Sgt. Hills related, 
"but virtually the entire outfit asked to go." 

Finally after much selection M/Sgt. Hills 
and 14 others we e chosen and .the expedi- 
tion got underway. 

They arrived at Batavia, Java, on 3 Feb., 
1941, ust one hour after the first Japanese 
bombings there. And with the arrival of iha 
invaders in Borneo, new problems hit the 
convoy. 

"They were massing to invade Java, and 
that meant we had to change our course. 
We sailed f om Batavia, retraced our course 
southward and then turned east through the 
Tinw Sea. Close to New Guinea we swung 
north and headed for the Philippines. 
NEVER MADE IT 

"But we never made it. A group of Nip 
dive bombers spotted us, and within a few 
minutes cur ship w?s at the bottom of the 
sea. As we abandoned ship the Japs strafed 
us, and many of the crew were hit. I took 
two bullets in the back." 

M/Sgt. Hills related how they drifted on 
the open sea for eleven houias, with only life 
belts and floating wreckage to hold them 
up. Fortunately for them, ocean currents 
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carried them, to a small island off the north- 
west coast of Australia. 

4 4 Wo remained there for fifteen hours 
without food or water, or any kind of first 
aid for the many men who were badly 
wounded. Before an Australian ship sprrftd 
them, the officer in charge of the party died 
of wounds. 
MOST RESCUED 

"All but eleven of the crrw were res- 
cued by the Aussie boat, but most of us 
were more dead than - live," he said. 

Following this incident, which won f n r 
him the, Purple Hea t, he spent several 
months in a hospital at Darwin, Au^rnli.?. 

He spoke of the Australi n people who 
are cheerfully accepting staggering taxes, 
and standing in line for bread. 

"I've seen men burned to death at s?a, 
and seen men die in fox holes, and I believe 
the very least the people of America can 
do to show their appreciation for the sacri- 
fices our men are making is to buy war 
bonds — and until it hurts."

TEN YEARS IN JAPAN 
By Joseph C. Grew 

"Ten Years in Japrn" tells for the first 
time the full, inside story of the decade of 
conflict, intrigue, and surprise that culmin- 
ated in the inevitable tragedy cf war Am- 
bassador G ew concentrated his efforts on 
winning the confidence of the Japanese 
moderates and by the time President Roo- 
sevlt entered the White House in March, 
1933, he had made such a good beginning 
that the new administration kept him at his 
post. 

By 1936, the moderates whom Ambassador 
Grew had cultivated had st.*,ed such a 
come-back that a desperate group of young 
militarists tried to seize power through a 
bloody insurrection. The moderates ir.gain 
came out on top, but in 1937 the Jrjinose 
army struck out at China itself and the 
civilians could no longer hold them back. 
From then on, the best the moderates could 
do was slow down the Army's program of 
expansion. 

The outbreak of war in Europe then made 
war in the Far Easat inevitable. But Am- 
bassador Grew still played for time He 
kept warning the Japanese that the Ger- 
mans were doomed, that bur aid to Britain 
committed us ever more deeply to a Bri- 
tish victory, that HI tier lost the war when 
he attacked Russia. Right up to the last 
moment, Mr. Grew tried to make them see 
reason — and their own interests. He nego- 
tiated to the very end — always playing his 
cards from strength, not weakness, leaving 
no doubt that if it came to war, an aroused 
America would crush Japan — ultimately, 
inevitably, completely.

Brigadier General James E. barker is 
the new commanding general of the Fourth 
Air Force, replacing Major General Wil- 
liam B. Lynd, who has been assigned else- 
where. 

Geenral Parker comes to the Fourth Air 
Force from the III Bomber Command, at 
Tampa, Florida. His Air Corps career, 
which dates to 1920, has included all phases 
of Air Force command — fighter, bomber, 
engineering and administration. 

Ho follows a distinguished group of Air 
Force generals who have commanded the 
Fourth Air Force. 

Much of General Parker's experience 
since joining the Air Service in 1920 Mas 
been with fighter aircraft, then affection- 
ately called ' pursuits," but in the thirties 
ho began to branch out to take aerial en- 
ginering into his line of endeavor. 

By 1941 he was serving as chief engineer 
of the Mobile, Ala., Air Depot and in 1942 
he assumed command of the III Bomber 
Command. 

In this organization were all types of 
bombardment aircraft. Thus he is fitted to 
lead an organization whose activities not 
only include the air defense of the Pacific 
Coast, but vast training programs in fighter 
and bomber type aircraft and other avia- 
tion activities. 

General Parker is the self relianf "show 
•em how'* type of leader. He insists on fly- 
img his own airplanes and as a result has 
amassed more than 8,000 hours flight time 
for rating as a command pilot. 

After attending Alabama Polytechnic In- 
stitute he went to West Point, from which 
he was graduated in 1918.

The Oak Leaf Cluster and Air 
Medal were presented for obstruction of 
enemy planes.. 

The first was shot down while Lt. Salmon 
was flying cover for the invasion which 
resulted in th? capture of La^ New Guinea, 
and the second over RabauL On* the latter 
occasion Lt. Salmon's group wai flying 
escort for the bombers which took such a 
big toll of Japanese shipping in Simpson 
Harbor on 2 November, 1943. 

Lt. Salmon, who was in the marine in- 
surance business prior . Xp his enlistment, 
attended Princeton University.
